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EDITORIAL 


SIX-HOUR DAY WITHOUT PAY REDUCTION 


Alameda county's delegation to the State Federation 
of Labor two years ago deserves a great deal of credit 
for the able manner in which they presented the resolu- 
tion on the six-hour day, five-day week without weekly 
pay reduction. 

The resolution said: 

Whereas, The present depression is due largely to 
over-production, due to the invention of labor-saving 
devices as well as the use of so-called speeding up and 
efficiency system, the result of which has thrown millions 
of workers ont of employment thereby annihilating the 
purchasing power of our people, and 

ereas, The large number of people interested in 
bringing about the elimination of the curse of unemploy- 
ment agree, that one of the cardinal principles that will, 
in a large measure, tend to help in the present economic 
chaos, is the establishment of a shorter work-week and 
work-day with the maintenance of a high standard of 
wages comparable to the American system of living, and 

Whereas, It is the established enunciation of trained 
economists and well informed industrial leaders as well 
as labor leaders who have given a life of careful study 
to the situation, that the shorter work-day and work- 
week will be the foundation of an economic platform 
that will insure to this great nation an era of prosperity 
that will be founded on an established principle of eco- 
nomics, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the thirty-third annual convention 
of the California State Federation of Labor assembled 
in the city of Modesto, California, does hereby go on 
record as adopting the SIX-HOUR DAY, the FIVE- 
DAY WEEK with the MAINTENANCE OF THE 
PRESENT DAY STANDARD WEEKLY WAGE, and 
be it further 

Resolved, That this convention petition the congress 
of the United States to adopt on all government work 


the SIX-HOUR DAY, the FIVE-DAY WEEK with 
the MAINTENANCE OF THE PRESENT WEEKLY 
WAGE, and in tum request all of the states in the 
union and its various towns, cities and municipalities, 
as well as the industrial leaders of the various localities 
to take similar action, and be it further 

Resolved, That the California State Federation of 
Labor through its officials and affiliates be empowered 
to use every effort possible to the end that the principles 
of this resolution are made effective. 

Today we find, due to the forethought of the Ala- 
meda county delegation, the American Federation of 
Labor, state federations of labor and the congress of 
the United States advocating the shorter work-week and 
work-day without pay reduction. 

We can truthfully say that these delegates were not 
asleep at the switch when it came to seeing that the un- 
employment situation could not be corrected unless a 
shorter work-day and work-week was put into force 
immediately. 

At the next session of congress the compulsory 
shorter work-day and work-week with the same weekly 
wage seale will be given serious consideration.

ON ALL PRINTEDy MATTER; IT IS YOUR PROTECTION! 
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FARMERS AND LABOR BEGIN TO AWAKEN 


After being hopelessly pitted against one another since 
back in the nineties, when the populists undertook to express 
the interests of farmers and labor, these two numerically lead- | 


ing groups have been pitted not only against one another polit 
ically but also most dismally divided among themselves 
during this period of forty years. 

The result has been that the political power of both 
farmers and labor has gone for naught in most of our political 
campaigns. Even when one or the other or both have inter- 
ested themselves in elections it has usually been on some 
trivial issue like defeating some exceptionally bad official or | 
something equally negative and insignificant. 


When it has come to using the political power that 
farmers and labor possess for the benefit of all the members of 
these groups or to engage in conducting a positive and agores- | 
sive campaign for the advancement and welfare of them- 
selves such activity has been largely lacking among both 
farmers and labor. | 


Here and there attempts have been made to form labor 
parties or agrarian parties, which attempted to interest far- | 
mers or labor, but the response has usually been so negligible | 
that most of these attempts have died aborning. 

But back in the midle west in Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
where much of the best legislation we now have first orig-| 
inated, there have for years been more political activity | 
manifested among farmers and labor than in most states. In 
Minnesota farmers and labor joined hands and broke away 
from both the republican and democratic parties several years 
ago and soon became the dominant political power in the 
state. In the election just held the farmer-labor party of 
Minnesota has re-elected its governor, who used the troops 
in the teamsters’ strike at Minneapolis to protect the strikers 
from imported plug-uglies and _ strike-breakers, instead of 
using them to help the strike-breakers as did California’s 
governor in the waterfront strike last summer. Needless to 
say the reason the farmer-labor party in Minnesota is so 
successful is that there farmers and labor stand together in 
sufficient numbers to really get somewhere and actually 
accomplish what they set out to do. 


In Wisconsin, where the republican party originally was 
born, another new party, which is named the progressive 
party, made it initial bid for the support of the voters of that 
state last Tuesday and elected Phil LaFollette, to the gover- 
norship and by even a greater margin re-elected Bob LaFol- 
lette, Jr., as United States Senator. This new party also 
elected a majority of the representatives in Congress and 
doubtless did as much towards gaining control of the state. 
legislature and other state offices but the press is exceedingly 
scant in its reports of the momentous results in Wisconsin. 
Yet there, as in Minnesota, a new and entirely independent 
party vied with the republican and democratic parties for all 
offices to be filled and won in the most important ones. 


When the progressive party was launched in Wisconsin 
earlier in the year various names were considered. Among | 
these was that of the Farmer-Labor party and this had a.

Both did it against the most | 
bitter opposition of the two old parties. Just as the reactionary | 
democrats of California deserted their own progressive state 
ticket to help elect a reactionary republican, as governor, so 
the most reactionary democrats in Minnesota deserted their 
own party to help elect the republicans who were the stronger 
of the two there, while in Wisconsin the most reactionary 
republicans deserted their party to help elect the democrats, 
who were in power and had the most strength there of the 
two old parties. But in Wisconsin and Minnesota all the help | 
that reactionary democrats and reactionary republicans could | 
give to each other could not save either of them or their | 
parties from defeat by the new farmer-labor alliance that. 
backed up the new parties in these states. In California, how- | 
ever, the desertion of reactionary democrats from their own. 
party, because its candidates were too progressive and too. 
much in favor of farmer and labor interests to suit them, | 
was instrumental in making possible the re-election of an 
ultra-conservative and_ lifelong reactionary republican, 
although Upton Sinclair polled the highest vote ever polled. 
by a democratic candidate for governor in California and | 
gave the old and thoroughly entrenched republican crowd 
the scare of their lives. The support of Sinclair and Downey | 
was chiefly farmer and labor support and the tremendous | 
strength shown in the election last week indicates that the | 
farmer-labor forces of California are beginning to see the| 
light very much as these same forces are seeing the light in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, where entirely independent polit- 
ical parties won the election.
